Os counter-mecasures. |» Professor Cornford presented 
three points which are worth thinking about.’ pa 


1. Russia has suffered huge casualties from invasions from the west. 
Remember-Napoleon, remember Hitler. Her puffer states are a way of 
stopping it happening again. It is hard for us to imagine how Russia feels 
herself surrounded by hostile powers, c.f U.S.A4., China, V/estern Huropee 
Her energies are devoted primarily tc defence. 


Ze It would not be to Russian advantage, to invade western 2urope, for it 
would be a massive task t6 control more:territory and have even longer lines 
of communication. a 


3. Therc is little evidence that Russia is aiming at world domination by direct 

invasion. Marxism belicves that revolution occurs inevitably when conditions 
G are ripe for it. he Americans especially want.us to believe that Russia is 

bent on spreadying their ideology by force. a 


If Professor Cornford is right, we still need Jefences, but we do not need to be! 
driven by false fear of Russia to.erect such colossal defences against her. 
Nor need we be suspicious of every Russian peace move. It is to everyone's. § 
advantage to reduce expenditure on arms. -
